While Operators Are Negetiating te Buy
8 200 Acre Tract In The Bronx, Small
Buyers Take Less Than s Quarter of
s Large Long Isiand City Offering.

Reports from real estata brokers’ offices
yesterday were, with one or two exceptions,
gonoerned with tenement properties. The
moat Interesting item in the day's budget
was the announcement that a syndicate of
real estate operators had praotioally closed
neg tiations for the purchase of the Watson
estate tract of about 200 acres just east of
the Bronx River. Partloulars of this trans-
action will be found In another column.
The proposed deal is In strong contrast to
the waning of the public¢’s interest in vacant
lots.

The Beekman estate leased for a long
term of years Nos. 417 to 421 Madison avenue
three four story and basement brownstone
front dwellings on plot 58.6x100, between
Forty-eighth and Forty-ninth atreets, The
lessees are Neuman & Co., interior decora-
tors, now at 375 Fifth avenue, adjoining the
northeast oorner of Thirty-fifth street.
They recently sold the long lease which
they held on the latter property to Frank
P. Zobel. The Madison avenue property
will be altered by the lessees for business
use.

The effort made yesterday In the Vesey
street ealesroom to dispose of 420 lots in
the Astoria section of Long Island City
resulted in the withdrawal of the property
after ninety-three lota had been sold.

None of the regular auction room ocon-
tingent appeared among the bidders. The
attendance was fairly large but not re-
markable, and many who faced the stand
of the auctioneer, Joseph P. Day, were
quite obvlously present as spectatorsonly.
The first prices obtained were in keeping
with the high figurés quoted for lots in.the
neighborhootl.

SAYS BURTON OFFERED MONEY.

Mrs. Shippo’s New Story at Kinnan Ine
quest —Burton Has Allbl Witnesses.

The inquest into the death of Mra. Alice
Kinnan, who was murdered on the porch
of her home in The Bronx on the night of
June 8, was begun by Coroner McDonald
yesterday in the Bronx Coroner’s office.

Patrolman Francis J. Andrews said Mrs,

Stenton seemed to be dazed after the mur-
der,
- “Bhe was -childish and evidently in need
of help,” said he; “she kept saying, ‘My
poor daughter, my poor daughter, why did
he kill her?'”

Mrs. Mary Shippo, after stumbling about
in English for a few minutes, fell back on
the interpreter. She said that on the morn-
ing of the day of the murder Mrs. Kinnan
came downstairs looking very pale.

“I asked her why she looked so pale. She
said: ‘I have been worryin, That devil
of a lawyer puts me into a lot of trouble.’”

The witness told of speaking to Mrs
Kinnan as she lay on the porch after the

assault, as follows:
L5 aaked her, ‘who hit you? She said, “The

Mm Shippo said she was u{;pmacbed by a
y the name of Mike Sturo onJune 14,
who told her Burton W. Gibson, Mrs. Sten-
ton's Iawyer wanted to see her.

“I said, 'l don't want to have any talk
with Mr. Gibson.' He said, ‘Do you want
to go to Italy?” I told him, ‘No." The man
told me there was a lot of money in it for
me. He said, ‘The Iuwyer wants to send

ou to Italy so you won 't testify against
Kl ' I wouldn't do it.”

Mrs. Shippo also awore that Gibson had
offered her money, at first $50 and later sxoo

"Wh did he want to give you money?"

Coroner asked.
“l don t know."”
husband of the murdered woman,
Rlchlrd J,Kinnan, who now lives in Belmar,
testified that he lut saw his wife eight or

ten years l? d he knew nothing
that would throw my llght on the murder.

Three witnesses were on d to establish
an alibi for Lawyer Gibson, but they were
not reaohed Edward J. Chapman and
Dr. . Reeve were ready to swear that
he dmod at the Imperial Café in Brooklyn
on the night of the murder and that from 10
o'clock to 10:15 he was with them in the buffet
of the Brooklyn Democratic Club. Ex-
Senator Walter C. Burton was prepared to
state that he saw Gibson enter the club at
10 o'clock and that he rode home on the
train witb him, leaving the club at about

11:80.
The inquest will be continued this morning.

COURT SU SPE\'DS ABE HUMMEL.

Wil Consider Wotlon to Disbar When His
Appeal Is Determined.

Abraham H. Hummel, the lawyer, who
was convicted of conspiracy to defeat the
ends of justioe in connection with the Dodge-
Morse divorce scandal, was suspended
from the practice of law yesterday, pend-
ing his appeal from the judgment of con-
viction.

The Bar Association brought proceed-
ings for the disciplining of Hummel and
his associates, Nathaniel Cohn and Abraham
H. Kaffenbergh. These proceedings were
begun quite independently of the criminal
proceedings and were based on the con-
tention that if the state of facts shown
by the charges was true the court should
take some affirmative action against the
three lawyers, regardless of the criminal
proceedings or their outcome.

Hummel war convicted only of a mis-
demearor, which dces not of iteelf bring
disbarment, as a felony does. His asso-
ciates have not been tried yet, but it is re-
ported that Hummel will he' tried ‘in_the
fall on the other indictment charging him
with subornation of perjury, a felony.

In their opinion, Fwen per curiam, the
Justices of the Appellate Division say:

We think that in view of the oconviction
of the respondent he should be suspended
from practice during the pendency of his
appeal from the judgment of convliction,
and that further proceedings as bearing
upon his disbarment should await the final
determination of his appeal, when the
motion to disbar will be considered.

In the cases of Cohn and Kaffenbergh
the court har decided that they may have
twenty days i which to reply tothe charges
agaipst them They have not entered any
such ropﬂ yet, and if they do not do so the
court wi pmbah y take summary action.
But: they are expected to enter a formal
denial in an¥ case, and then their cases
will be sent toa referee, who will take testi-
mony and report his oonclusions. T his
will take up all summer at least, and it is
uniikely that any decisive action will be
taken until next year, as the Hummel
appeil hes (:ot yet been argued, and cannot
be now until Octobar.

INDEPENDENT ICE PLANT.

Brookiyn Dealers Have a Scheme to De-
feat the Ioe Trust.

The Independent Ioe Dealers’ Association
of Brooklyn met last night in Prospeoct
Hall to consider means of erecting an ice
plant that shall make the members of the
association independent of the ice trust.
A proposition has been made to the associa-
tion to erect such a plant. It would cos
about $215,000 and would supply about
200 tons of ice daily. The cost of making
this ice would be leas than $1.50 a ton.

At present the independent dealers are
paying a minimum price of $ a ton with
prices of $6 and $7 for extra supplies. uch
of the time, they say, they are unable to get

any ioe at all and many of them have thus

been forced out of business this summer.
Henry Beer, President of the Association,
told THE SUN reporter last night that he
had no doubt the pro plant would be
2Lh Amnotu: iberty to name the
propo-it.lon and who
ut a lot. of r?oney inta it. All of our
members are for however, and most of
them are will to subscribe liberall
the project. The initial expense wil ho

about $20,000 and our members are ready

to give that now. I do not know just where

the plant will be built but, Iam sure it will
be oroeted and finished by March of next

"In the new plant it will'be possible to
make ice so cheaply that we can sell it to
families at 25 cents a hundred and to store-
keepers at 17 to 20 cents a hundred. The
one plant, to be sure, will not sup ‘ply all
the ice we want, but we are negoﬂat g for
a supply of natural ioe
whom we are dealing in willing t,o build n
dock and supply all facilities for getting
the ice here as well as to name a reason-
able price if we will guarantee him a sure
market for five . I do not know just
what we shall do eventually, but you may
be sure we shall take some action to relieve
the situation and to make the price of ice
certain for at least five years. We nhall
have no trouble in selling at a25 cent rate.”

Another meeting will be held shortly to
take official action on the proposition.

AMONG THE AUTOMOBILISTS.

SIXTY-NINE CARS START ON THE
LONG A. A. A. TOUR.

Fifty-one Are Competing for (he GHdden
Trophy and Striving to Maintain a
Schedule~—All But Five Finish Run From
Buffalo to Auburm Without Mishap.

AUBURN,” N. Y., July 12—A great deal
of the obnoxious regard in which the rural
population once held the automobile seems
to have been lost. This fact was impressed
upon the 250 or so persons who travelled
from Buffalo to this place in motor cars to-day,
a distance of 132 7-10 miles on the third
annual tour of the American Automobile
Association, which igcludes the second an-
nual conteat for the Gidden trophy.

The evidence of the wane of the prejudice
was noticeable all along the route and it was
marred in only one place, where five of the
métorists were arrested and fined for violat-
ing the law of speed. That was at Lima,
For the rest of the way the farmers waved
greetings, the women and children waved
handkerchiefs and threw kisses or branches
loaded with cherries to the tourists. Hun-
dreds of houses had flags flying. Young-
sters stood on the roadside checking up the
cars by their entry numbers. Farmers en-
oountered driving on the road gave way
with grace and a cheery wave of the hand
and in the towns where those motorists who
know the locality expected arrests the con-
stables stood along the road with the other
citizens and shouted, “Go it!" to the con-
testants. The impression seemed common
that it was a race, although in reality the
tour is about as far from it as anything in
the line of automobiles in action could be.

Excepting six or seven who drove on from
Chicago, leaving there on July 5, the tour and
contest began at Buffalo this morning. There
was a total of sixty-nine starters out of eighty -
one entries, Last year there were forty-two
entries and thirty-six starters, Of the sixty-
nine starters that left Buffalo this mdrning
five were what are called service cars, bag-
gage carriers, cars to go ahead, place signs,
arrange hotel and garage accommodations
and others to trail behind and pick up the
ofMcial checkers after they had tallied the
last car.

Of the pixty-four other cars, /fifty-one
were cntered for the Glidden trophy to run
on a very/exacting schedule, and the thirteen
othes are more or luss pieasure travellers
on a sort of go as you please schedule, Of
the sixty-nine that started all but five ar-
rived h ere duly to-night when minutes and
seconds are not considered.
